Review  oe  Season 


With  a  squad  of  seven  letter  men  as  a  nucleus,  coaches  Dossey  and 
Shelton  built  up  a  team  that  marched  through  a  season  of  thirteen 
T.  I.  A.  A.  games  without  a  defeat.  These  were  supplemented  by  eight 
non-conference  games,  in  which  the  Lumberjacks  lost  only  one,  this 
coming  in  the  last  of  a  four-game  series  with  the  State  Normal  team  from 
Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  Probably  no  more  outstanding  aggregation  of 
baseball  stars  has  ever  been  assembled  to  represent  a  member  of  the  Texas 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association,  and  the  coaches  are  to  be  commended 
for  building  and  piloting  the  1927  team  to  the  goal  of  undefeated  cham- 
pions. Five  men  from  the  team  were  chosen  on  the  all-T.  I,  A.  A.  team. 
These  men  are  as  follows:  E.  Walker,  catcher:  J.  Davis,  pitcher:  Thomp- 
son, third  base;  Pannell,  center  field,  and  Ted  Moore,  right  field. 


The  1927  season  was  ushered  in  by  two  wins  for  the  Lumberjacks 
over  the  Marshall  College  nine,  by  the  overwhelming  scores  of  16-0  and 
1  1-0.  In  the  first  game  the  twirling  duty  was  signed  wholly  to  first-year 
men.  In  the  second  game  the  sturdy  and  reliable  pitcher,  D.  M.  Walker, 
and  Joe  Davis,  were  assigned  to  the  mound  for  short  intervals,  and  both 
were  very  effective.  The  Lumberjacks  slammed  out  a  total  of  10  hits  in 
the  first  game  and  14  in  the  second,  while  the  Marshallites  were  collecting 
a  total  of  four  for  the  two  games. 

The  Lumberjacks  out-hit  the  Rusk  College  Indians  in  their  own 
back  yard  and  won  from  them  by  the  score  of  11-0  on  April  7.  The 
Indians  jumped  into  an  early  lead  at  6-4  and  held  this  margin  for  six 
innings.  This  was  due  to  a  home  run  by  Rusk  with  the  bases  loaded. 
The  Jacks  retaliated  in  the  later  stages  with  a  four-ply  hit  by  Genie 
Sanders  with  the  bases  loaded,  and  a  similar  one  by  Joe  Davis,  with  one  on. 

The  Commerce  Lions  opened  a  three-game  series  with  the  Lumberjacks 
on  Birdwell  Field,  April  10.  The  Lumberjacks  easily  took  the  first  two 
games,  while  the  third  was  rained  out.

In  the  first  game  Joe  Davis  starred  at  bat  and  on  the  mound  for  the 
Lumberjacks.  Joe  let  the  opposition  down  with  six  hits  and  four  runs, 
while  he  himself  contributed  four  of  the  twelve  hits  collected  by  his 
teammates.  Ted  Moore  scored  a  home  run.  Despite  the  efforts  of  the 
Lions  to  check  the  onslaught,  the  final  score  was  13-4  in  favor  of  the 
Jacks.  The  second  game  was  another  victory  for  the  Lumberjacks, 
ending  with  a  score  of  6-4. 

Journeying  to  Huntsville  for  a  two-game  series  on  March  30  and  31. 
the  Lumberjacks  won  two  conference  games  from  the  Bearkats.  Joe 
Davis,  veteran  pitcher,  allowed  the  Bearkats  only  three  hits  during  the 
first  game,  while  his  teammates  scored  a  total  of  1  3  hits  and  7  runs.  The 
feature  of  the  game  was  Ted  Moore  with  four  hits  out  of  five  trips  to 
the  plate.  Conner  also  starred  with  a  home  run.  The  second  day  found 
D.  M.  Walker  pitching  for  the  'Jacks.  The  Lumberjacks  seemed  able  to 
score  at  will,  getting  1  3  hits  and  1  3  runs.  Thompson  featured  with  a 
home  run  with  one  man  aboard.  The  score  was:  Lumberjacks  13, 
Bearkats  2.
